Mrs. Mary Lonergan was acquitted’ of 
the ‘murder of her ‘husband ‘by a jury in 
the Supreme Court in Brooklyn at mid- 
night last night. The defendant, forty- 
six years old, mother of fourteen. child- 
ren and prematurely aged: by her. long 
struggle to rear. them. was: narrowly 
saved from collapse during the~nearly 
twélve hours thatthe jury was deliber- 
ating.

Government to penalize the purchase 
of foreign..exchange recalls ‘the fact 
that the French Government during 
the French Reyolution decreed the 
death penalty for those who traded in 
foreign securities at a time when the 
French assignats were depreciating 
almost as rapidly as has the German 
mark during the last six weeks.- Al- 
though the French method was miore 
drastic, it was a manner of dealing 
with a situation which strikingly par- 
allels the whole course-of the depre- 
ciation of the German mark. There 
is in the story of the depreciation of 
the French revolutionary ¢urrency an 
example of the’ working of ‘certain 
economic laws which throws a most 
interesting and valuable light: on the 
present situation in Germany. ; 
In France in 1791, as in Germany 
during the last-two years, when large 
quantities of paper money flooded the 
markets, ‘there was great activity in 
trading. Much of it was but the. ex- 
pression of the desire of prudent men 
to’convert their paper money into per- 
manent values.. As the amount of 
paper money increased and its pur- 
chasing -power declined,’ all those of 
fixed incomes and small salaries began 
to suffer -heavily and-were forctd to 
sell many of their belongings in order 
to buy enough to eat. Saving became 
useless, and. every. one sought to 
spend, to buy, to speculate. The very 
wealthy who were wise put. their 
money into lands and buildings, and 
prepared to wait. Cunning specula- 
tors saw that by going heavily into 
debt and buying everything they could 
lay their hands on they could amass 
great fortunés,. Into the hands of a 
few of the shrewdest there passed 
enormous wealth. and power. Every- 
body borrowed, everybody speculated, 
everybody gambled. Thrift was oblit-. 
erated, and its place was taken by a 
desire for inordinate gain. As one 
French historian. put it, “ Commerce 
was dead: betting took its place.” 
During all this. time the Government 
tried every expedient -but the tight one 
to stop these evils. “It imposed pen- 
alties for accepting paper money at 
less than an arbitrary figure. It tried 
' to legislate gold and silver into circu- 
lation, anid then sought to confiscate 
them, It put the death penalty .on 
the crime of trading in foreign securi- 
It did everything except stop 
the issue of paper money, The specu- 
lators, the rich, the corsupt Govern:

THE RED MAN’S MAGNA CHARTA. 
There is‘ hope of ‘a) better attitude 
toward the American Indian 4s a re- 
sult of the activities of the Committee 
of One. Hundred which Secretary 
Work ‘appointed about a month dgo 
to. confer. on Indian problems. At a 
meeting of allied Indian welfare asso- 
clations and other bodies interested 
in Indian _ affairs held last week in 
New York there were indications that 
the Government’ is: prepared to act 
favorably on their Fecomimendasione, 
and that the necessary legislation’ will: 
be introduced to make’ them effective. 

The-main principles advocated at the 
meeting. are’ that..the Government 
shall observe the same good faith in 
Indian .treatics as in others;.that it 
shall fulfill its fiduciary obligations to 
the Indians as its wards in the same 
manner. as is done in private tela- 
tionship ‘of a similar kind; that In- 
d@ians: shall have the same measure of 
religious liberty and other ¢ommon 
‘rights granted by the Constitution as 
have ‘whité. men; that steps ‘shal! be 
taken. to preserve the Indians’ cul- 
ture;..that their relations’ with the 
Government shall be on a more demo- 
cratic -basis;-and finally that -infor- 
mation about the Indians and their 
difficulties shall’ be widely dissemi- 
nated. 

The instances of broken ‘faith on ‘the 
part of white men téward the Jndians 
are so common as to constitute a seri- 
ous indictment of the integrity of the 
former. The inadequate discharge of 
responsibilities toward the Indians as 
the nation’s wards has, unfortunately, 
also been only too common. Inter- 
ference with their religious freedom 
has not only. been. frequent in the 
past, but-is today one of the. principal 
causes of dissatisfaction on the part 
of the Indians. This happens to bé 
one of the factors: which has hastened 
the recent revival of public interest 
in -Indian. affairs. The fourth prin- 
ciple, that steps shail be taken to pre- 
serve the Indians’ culture, has prob- 
ably most interest for the public. That 
the Indian's legal, social and religious 
rights must be safeguarded is disputed 
only by a few persons.

Ever 
since the corridor has remained a Greek | 
possession, and thus’ the outlet at its 
sea end became an illusory one tor 
Bulgaria. 

There is no Bulgarian Government | 
which would risk building up a costly 
modern: port on the ‘Aegean Sea On & 
foreign territory, the railway passing | 
through a foreign corridor of iand. 
There. ‘have. been troubles» between 
Greeks and Bulgarians almost continu- 
ously during the Jast thirteen centuries, 
and unfortunately the two’ peoples’ re- 
gard each’ other with great enmity and 
suspicion... There would be no’end to 
their misunderstandings and conflicts if 
Bulgarians ‘were to, direct their. trade 
through Greek territory: - Would this 
not: lead to an-armed conflict: some day? 
And’ to a new Balkan conflagration? 
Bulgaria has been wise and very honest 
in refusing . to. adopt: such -a- — 
plan’ by the Allies. 

What then? The. best and permanent 
solution would be to give Bulgaria the 
actual~ control ot territory. and port, 
Why should it be contrary to the 
Treaty of Neuilly? Bulgaria nevér has 
signed, anywhere to give. that piece of 
land to Gréece.-Now when the Allies 
are modifying the very treaty by. which 
they agreed originally to hand both 
Thraces to Greece, now returning East- 
ern Thrace to. Turkey, it is the best 
moment. for: them to fulfill the moral 
obligation ‘they owe the- Bulgarians. 
Bulgaria .must not be left alone to draw 
the conclusion ‘that the only way to re- 
ceive the right is. by\ resort to. arms, 
what she would naturally feel: if she 
gets ho reward for hér honest: pacific 
policy ever since the end of the war. 
If. .the Allies approve «and endorse 
Greece's recent gift of a. portion of the 
tallway. in the corridor to Turkey, that 
would mean-endless difficulties..in_ the 
solution of the problem as well as many 
troublesome conséquences, 

Failing to“adopt the’ best one from 
Bulgaria's viewpoint, the only alterna- 
tive would be to. re-establish the auton- 
omous - Government ‘in Western Thrace 
under. allied. supervision. “Why do. not 
the great powers. try to use the League 
of Nations as mandatory: if they Wish 
to give it a real chance ‘of proving 
practice its working virtues? . ‘The prov= 
ince is a very rich one in land 'pro- 
duce:and easily could support an ad- 
ministration of its own. Then,-European 
influence, if applied in. the true spirit 
of its liberal traditions, might. accom- 
plish much in bringing to. friendship 
together Greeks and Bulgarians, which 
would be of enormous‘ benefit for the 4 
peace in the’ Balkans, and ‘consequently 
for the peace in the world.
